WASHLNOTON C. H., O., Opt. 18.— 


William Dolby, colored, who, one week 
ago, criminally assaulted Mrs. Mary C. 
Boyd, aged 55, at Parrot's station near 
h«re and was captured at Delaware, Q., 
was brought into court at 4 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. He plead guilty and 
was sentenced to 30 years ia the peni- 
tentiary. 


An angry mob gathered about tha 


jail Tnesday afternoon after Dolby had 
been identified by his victim and Sher- 
iff Cook called to hii assistance the lo- 
cal militia company. ThiA action in- 
creased the fury against Dolby and Gov- 
ernor McKinley was appealed to for ad- 
ditional assistance and troops from Co- 
luntHU were sent hera yesterday morn- 
ing, Colonel Coit in command. 


The mob surrounding the jail and 


ronrthonae attempted to take Dolby 
from the officers when i removed from 
jail to the courthouse for trial, but wen 
kept at bay by the free one of bayonets 
and clubbed guns. Ho QUO wag seriously 
hurt. The mob kept Dolby aud hia 
guards prisoners in the courthouse un- 
til 6 p m. and then made an attack. 


The militia refuted them without 


firing, bat at 6:43 p. m. the south door 
was forced. This door opens upon the 
street, which was filled with men, 
women and children. The guards fired 
upon One attacking party, but none of 
the latter were hurt, bnt a dozen per- 
sons in the street were struck, two 
killed outright aud four more fatally 
wounded.

Knives and 
pistols wero drawn and for u time it 
looked as if tlioro might be bloodshed, 
out nobody rocoived more than bruises 
raty 
or more police officers appeared 


ou the scene aud quelled the riot, ar- 
resting Tom Midoney, one of the lead- 
ers of the .gang, which caused tho 
trouble, and uiuo or 10 other men. Sev- 
eral other leaders escaped during the 
confusion.

when A. H. Luster drove up to the poll- 
ing place wi.th a shotgun and announced 
himself an A. P. A. and said he was 
Trfraid of nobody. Another version is 
that he damned the A. P. A. and said

that orsiuiizatkm. His remarks, what- 
ever they wero, incensed the crowd, and 
a rush was niado,,l'or him. He drove off 
and .escaped, Is'ut trouble continued 
when, tho men, who wore later arrested, 
attacked a number of negroes who had 
already voted or were waiting to do so. 
for the reason, it is said, that they woro 
Bupportiug A. P. A. candidates. A 
cr&wa of several hundred people gath- 
ered around the negroes, who woro 
knocked down aud beaten, and the: siu- 
singlo policeman present, finding that 
ho could not control the mob, tele- 
phoned for additional 
officers, who 
quelled the riot-

ing and taken to police headauartors.

Ho denounced tho colonization of 


Gerouimo aud bis people in the Apuolie 
•reservation as an outrage and said it 
•would cause trouble. He said that as 
the lands of the Apanhes will be divided 
in two years hence the colonisation of 
Gcrouimo's tribe will materially lessen 
the pro rata .proportion of tho soil which 
belongs to his tribe aud with whom 
Garouinio's people hod no relation since 
1S48.

western outlet through St. Louis. It is 
said negotiations are quietly gMng on 
looking to the purchase by the Southern 
of the Paducou, Tennessee aud.Uabauia 
road, which, when bought, will.be com- 
pleted to Florence, Ala. 


The scheme also includes the pur- 


chase of the Birmingham, Sheffield and 
Tennessee Biver road, which extends 
from Florence to within 40 miles of Bir- 
mingham and is soon to be completed 
to this city. These two roads are on 
tho market. With thenr completed and 
tho connections afforded at Paducah, 
the Southern would have a western out- 
let aud direct line from Birmingham to 
St. Louis. The new route would de- 
velop a rich mineral country and would 
be part of :i now line from Si;. Louis to 
the gulf if tho southern buys the Mobilo 
aud Birmingham when that road is sold 
at receiver'*! sale.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct.. 18. — The Amer- 


ican lino steamship Indiana, under com- 
mand of Captuiu Townsend, arrived in 
port yesterday from Liverpool and 
Queenstowu. Ou Oct. 6, in tuo after- 
noon, Johu Cole, aged about 47 years, 
one of tho 600 steerage passengers, 
jumped overboard aud was drowned.

I'alls, Pa., fell with it. All dropped 
into a barge below with the falling 
timbers. Millhouse sustained a frac- 
ture of the right arm and t\yo ribs. He 
also received internal injuries, and it is 
thought ha will rtio. :Prosuey'8 ami 
and back were injured, but he and Wil- 
liams were able to walk to thoir homes 
in the vicinity, thoir injuries being 
slight.

Crowing Walking Sticks. 


The cultivation ol material for walk- 


ing sticks is carried on in quite an ex- 
tensive scale in some parts of Europe, 
aud speoial attention is often paid to 
making the roots grow into shapely 
forms for handles. While in London last 
year I wont in to a manufacturing es- 
tablishment, the floor space of which 
covers nearly au aero. This concern has 
storehouses filled with native iuid for- 
eign sticks, from which stock is drawn 
as wanted for tho shops. The sticks as 
they grow are ofcen very crooked and 
havo to be straightened. A heap of santl 
is piled on the top of n hot stove, into 
which tlio sticks aro plunged until thoy 
become, pliable. Tho workman takes tin 
crooked stick while it is yet hot aud 
inserts it in a notch cut in a stout board, 
placed ut an angle inclined from him, 
where ho bends aud strains it When it 
hns become perfectly straight, it is 
thrown down to cool, after which it be- 
comes rigid aud pwraaneut iu its liuoa. 
Tho same power whioh makes a crooked 
stick straight is applied to'mako a 
straight oao crooked. Ail the various 
Muds of sticks that sire required to be 
curled or twisted are, by the application 
of heat, made to assume almost any 
shape or form.—St. Louis Globe-Derao-

Seven years ago Lee Shelleubarger 


murdered bis daughter in order that 
he might inherit some valuable prop- 
erty left l.er by her mother. He was 
convicted and sentenced to 
he 


hanged, but while the caee was pend- 
ing in tt.e supreme court he was 
lynched. Before this tragic episode 
he had. deeded his interest in the 
dead girl's estate to his. attorneys, 
Frank Eannom and Jc*m C. Watson. 


The other heirs contested the at- 


torneys' rights, asserting that the 
jaw would not allow a murderer to 
profit by his crime. The attorneys 
contended (hat in this country crime 
worked no corruption of blood and no 
forfeiture of property and that Ne- 
braska's E.tatutes contained nothing 
to prevent Shellenbarger's transfer. 


The trial, court found for the attor- 


neys, but tho supreme court reversed 
this holding. Since then the person- 
nel of tliis tribunal has entirely 
changed, and when the case came up 
the second time the court upheld 
the attorneys' contention.— Lincoln 
Clfeb.)
